Hob Edwards was editor of High River’s first newspaper, the Eye 
Opener, front 1902 to 1904, and of the Calgary Eye Opener in 
subsequent years.

The Sacred Pheasant Season 

When the pheasant season opens 
Parliament adjourns. The successful 
tradesman when he retires goes in for 
pheasant shooting. But do you know 
how it is carried on? Listen. 

On the pheasant farms a swell as on 
the estates of the gentry (Gentry? 
What an objectionable word) and 
the nobility, the pheasants are fed all 
through the winter. The little birds 
are almost raised by hand. They are 
sedulously guarded from the depreda¬ 
tions of weasel and hawk. They are 
sheltered from the blast in case of 
need. When snow falls the beaters and 
game keepers give them an extra sup¬ 
ply of grain. Fields of turnips and 
grain are planted for them, and so 
tenderly and carefully are they 
brought up that they are fat and slow 
and they become so tame that they 
will almost feed out of your hand. 
Without the training of nature they 
are as much at the mercy of these al¬ 
leged sportsmen as a flock of barn¬ 
yard chickens. 

Well, when the. season opens a pay; 
ty of sportsmen <irive to the fields. 
The stupid birds, innocent of fear and 
almost too fat to fly are driven over 
the field by the beaters to the fringe 
of woods where the gunners stand. 
When, after much expostulation from 
the beaters who, often have to kick 
the tame birds to force them to fly, 
these domestic fowl fly lazily and un¬ 
willingly to the cover of woods, the 
sportsmen mow them without mercy.

A gentleman recently returned 
from overseas says the conviction is 
growing in England that Canada is 
gradually drifting out of the Brit¬ 
ish Empire. If so, the United Klncr- 
dom is not wholly blameless. Mem¬ 
bers of its government from Mr. 
Churchill down have encouraged the 
foes and disparaged the friends of 
close connection with the mother 
country and the Empire. They start¬ 
ed out with the idea that Canada 
was another Eire and that her gov¬ 
ernment was doing nobly to take 
her into the war at all. The fact is 
that excent in the items of food 
and machine production the bottle¬ 
neck‘was at Ottawa. For more than 
a year it discouraged recruiting and 
“accentuated the positive” that ma¬ 
chines rather than men were the 
prime essentials. Having thus 
damped recruiting ardor, it proceed¬ 
ed to build up two armies to show 
the streptocockeyed world what 
could be done under the voluntary 
system. All this while Mr. Churchill 
Mr. Eden and other members of the 
government never ceased to praise 
Ottawa (perhaps it was only polite¬ 
ness) for getting and keeping Can¬ 
ada in the war—in such striking 
contrast with what DeValera ami 
Cosgrave did in Eire. The fact is 
that in 1939 no government how¬ 
ever strong could have survived an 
attempt to keep Canada out of the 
war. and no government since could 
suivive an attempt to carry her out 
of it. -
